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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH, 


OF THE TOWN OF MARLOW, 


For THE YEAR ENDING FEBRUARY 15, 1902. 


In submitting this report of the board of health we 
beg to state that we have used our best judgment in all 
cases without any partiality and have made all charges 
as low as possible considering the labor done. We have 
had reported to us seventeen cases of scarlet fever, and all 
with the exception of one Dupies child, and one Hall 
child, have run light. No deaths have occurred and no 
serious results reported. We have sent one sample of 
drinking water to the state board of health for their in- 
spection. This was found by them to be unfit for use. As 
there is no charge for this we would recommend all doubt- 
ful cases to be sent to them for examination. We allowed 
Mr. Priest to labor out of doors and in the evening to 
get his mail and do whatever business was needful. In 
the Comstock case Mr. Nash worked for Mr. R. J. Brown, 
and furnished wood, potatoes and meal for the family. In 
regard to vaccination, we did not enforce the law to the 
letter but all have had a chance to be vaccinated and we 
would recommend all parents to see that all children over 
five years old are vaccinated.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD, 


MARLOW TOWN DISTRICT. 


In presenting our annual report we must confess we 
have not been able to reach that high standard in our 
schools we had hoped to attain. But we have done the best 
we could under all the circumstances. Schools have been 
maintained in the following divisions only—Nos. 3, 4 and 7. 
The pupils in Nos. 1, 5, 6 and 8 have been carried to No. 
4, for which mileage has been paid according to a vote of 
the district. The primary department of Div. No. 4 was 
taught by Miss Sara E. Phelps. This was Miss Phelps 
second year in this school. Earnest labor and hard work 
was given by teacher and required of pupils. The result 
was a marked degree of improvement. 

After some disappointments Mrs. Loker was engaged 
to teach the spring term of the grammar school in Div. 
No. 4, but knowing nothing of the school before coming 
here, and, through some misunderstanding, not finding it 
as she expected, she refused to accept the position, but 
consented to supply until some one could be secured. 
Miss Ives was the next teacher sent us. Not giving the 
best of satisfaction she was released after teaching nine 
days. Frank T. Vaughn was secured to finish the school. 
He seemed to give satisfaction, but owing to scarlet fever, 
both that and the primary school was closed after teach- 
ing eight weeks, and the remainder of the term was made 
up in the fall and winter. Miss Jennie B. Calahan was 
engaged to teach the fall term and as she was a teacher 
of experience and gave satisfaction, was retained for the 
winter term. 
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The spring and fall terms in No. 3, were taught by Miss 
Marion E. Jones. This was Miss Jones’ first experience in 
teaching, but she labored faithfully, and the school showed 
improvement under her instruction. Miss Elsie G. Hooke 
taught the winter term. This was her second school, but 
she seemed to gain the good will of her pupils, and the 
school made some advancement. 

Miss Addie C. Currier taught the spring and fall terms 
in No. 7. As Miss Currier has taught this school a num- 
ber of terms before, all are familiar with her work, and, 
as usual, success crowned her efforts. 

Miss Bertha L. Dame taught the winter term of this 
school, and we were much pleased with her methods and 
manner of instruction, and the school showed great im- 
provement while in her charge. 

We are glad to report a great gain over last year in 
the number of marks for tardiness, but we much regret the 
‘large increase in the number of days absence. A lack of 
codperation on the part of parents with the teachers and 
the school board, in maintaining a regular and constant 
attendance of the pupils, is one of the greatest hindrances 
to a successful school with which we have to contend, and 
unless this fault is overcome, or a constant attendance is 
enforced, our schools will fail to reach as high a standard 
as they otherwise might.
